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Health Notes

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A Health Department exists pri- 
marily for protection of the public 
from communicable diseases, ‘These 
are frequently allowed to spread 
through improper preparation, 
Storage or handling of food, It is 


therefore of paramount importance 
that it be clean and wholesome 
until consumed, 

The State Board of Health re- 
cently passed some strict regula- 
Cons to guard against the spread 
of typhoid fever, trenchmouth, 
dysentery, syphilis and many other 
diseases, These regulations pro- 
vide for sterilization of dishes and 
utensils and cleanliness of all op- 
eiations wherever food is prepar- 
cG and served, Certain equipment 
and facilities must be available 
and inspection is made each month 
to make certain that regulations 
are observed, 

The cafes, restaurants, drug 
stores and other establishments 
are given a food handling permit 
when all requirements are met. 
This permit is without cost but 
is a requirement before an operat- 
ing license is obtained. A score 
sheet is posted monthly in each 
establishment after inspection and 
the permit, may be revoked when- 
ever conditions become dangerons 
to the public. 

Thirty-two establishments in 
Coffee County have met all re- 
quirements, have applied for and 
received permits. Their coopera- 
tion in making conditions cleaner

A NATIONAL SAFRHTY 
LABORATORY 


The use of the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Highway as a national lab- 
oratory of traffic safety has been 
proposed by the American Legion 
It looks like an important, prac- 
tical step in attacking the nation's 
traffic aceldent problem, Auto- 
mobile fatalities in the United 
States numbered close to 40,000 
in 1987, 

The plan, as explained by Bruce 
TY, Bair, retiring Commander of 
the Maryland Legion, calls for the 
Baltimore-Washington Boulevard, 
one of the most heavily traveled 
highways in the country, to be 
modernized to incorporate the most 
advanced methods in road design, 
construction and traffic planning, 
It will be provided with personnel 
for adequate enforcement and ac- 
cident research and should serve 
as an admirable laboratory for the 
study of all traffic and safety fac- 
tors, Because 26 of the $1 fatali- 
ties occurring on the highway in 
1937 happened after dark, the Le- 
gion is urging the installation of 
modern highway lighting along its 
entuire course, 

Because it leads to and from 
the nation’s capital, this is about 
the one highway in the country 
which would attract widespread 
national interest. Every state 
might well develop similar model, 
safety highways, in the light of 
the experiments and experience de- 
veloped here by the Federal goy- 
ernment, 

A, Harry Moore, Governor of 
New Jersey and Chairman of the 
President’s Accident Prevention 
Conference, has assured the Legion 
of the interest of the Conference, 
The project has also been endorsed 
by Governor Nice of Maryland and 
others, It would seem appropri- 
at» that such a Federal safety lab- 
oratory should be established at 
the Capital's front door, 

STATE AGAINST STATE 

The Federal Constitution pre- 
vents individual states from direct- 
ly obstructing’ inter-state com- 
merce by tariffs or other means. 
But there is a growing tendency 
to set up barriers to the free flow 
of trade across state lines, by in- 
direct methods, 

Since the World War it has be- 
come obligatory in twenty-three 
States and two Territories to grant 
a preference to State or Territorial 
products and building materials 
when making public purchases or 
awarding contracts for buildings, 
highways or other works. 

Twenty-seven States and one 
Territory haye established the pol- 
icy of favoring residents for jobs 
cn public works or for employ- 
ment under contracts awarded to 
private bidders on public works, 
cr in the hiring of employees’ of 
the State and of governmental 
units subsidiary to the State, 

The police power has been ex- 
ercised by States and municipali- 
ties in a number of ways to check 
the influx of products from out- 
side or to prevent the export of 
the products of State resources in 
crder to preserve them for home 
use, Often the real purpose is to 
hamper the free movement of 
products that would compete with 
the industry of the state, 

Many other practices of States 
closely resemble protective tariff 
barriers in their effect—discrim- 
inatory taxation on premiums paid 
to insurance corporations outside 
of the State; ports of entry to tax 
and inspect trucks and buses from 
neighboring States; excise and li- 
cense taxes on various products; 
and State or municipal store taxes 
bearing more heavily on large in- 
terstate organizations than on lo- 
cal stores of similar type, 

Such measures breed sectional 
animosities, and if they should 
spread they would threaten the 
huge national market on wnich our 


prosperity to so large an extent 
depends 


CANADA A GOOD NEIGHBOR 

Americans generally, of all de- 
grees of political faith and affilia- 
tions, will heartily agree with 
President Roosevelt's expression of 
our national affection toward our 
sister nation to the North, the Do- 
minion of Canada, 

When Mr. Roosevelt said at 
Kingston, Ontario: “I give you my 
assurance that the people of the 
United States will not stand idly 
by if domination of Canadian soil 
is threatened by any other em- 
pire,” he practically extended the 
Monroe Doctrine to cover the 
whole American continent. As 
popularly interpreted, that doc- 
trine, enunciated 120 years ago, 
Set forth that, attempted coloniza- 
tion by foreign powers of the then 
unsettled areas of the Western 
Hemisphere would be regarded as 
an unfriendly act to the United 
States. Canada then was definite- 
ly @ sparsely settled country, but 
has generally been regarded as 
being beyond the limits of the 
doctrine, 

There is every reason why Can- 
ada should be included, The in- 
terests of Canada and of the Unit- 
ed States are identical, Any in- 
trusion upon Canada's freedom by 
a foreign power would be a se- 
rious menace to us,

BELIEVER IN COVER CROPS 


GADSDEN, Ala,--Two enemies 
to successful farming low per. 
acre yields and soil erosion-—-have 
been driven from the farm of 
R. S, Golightly of Btowah County 
by the pproper use of cover crops, 

In 1925, the land farmed by Mr, 
Golightly produced only 11 bales of 
cotton on 25 acres, while average 
per-acre yield of corn was about 
1§ bushels, During that year none 
of the land was planted to cover 
crops. Most of the land was vul- 
nerable to erosion and a large 
part of the rieh top soil was wash- 
ed off by water, 

Realizing that a real problem 
faced him, the Etowah County 
farmer set about the task of doing’ 
something to improve the situa 
tion, He first terraced the farm, 
Then he began following the ad- 
vice of his county agent, who at 
that time was L, L, Self, now dis- 
trict extension supervisor, and 
planted vetch, 

For the first eight years all of 
the 60-acre farm, with the possible 
exception of an occasional small 
area, has grown winter cover 
crops. Result is that in 19387 Mr, 
Golightly harvested $1 bales” of 
cototn from 24 acres, and an av- 
erage of 40 bushels of corn per 
acre was produced, One block of 
his farm has made more than 1,000 
pounds of lint cotton per aere in 
five crops out of nine, 

Mr, Golightly is also improving 
his pasture lands to supply more 
feed for his livestock without hav- 
ing to harvest the crops, 

The experience of this sueccess- 
ful farmer has been that with win- 
ter legumes and pasture crops it 
is necessary to apply phosphate 
liberally, Without phosphate le- 
gume crops are nearly failures, 
he states,
